(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE HANNA AND A JURY.) 

Denis Maher was indicted with having, on 
the 29th March last, murdered Ellen Maher 
and Bridget Maher, his children, at Bally- 
kinalee, Newport, Co. Tippeary, and, further, 
with having set fire to his dwelling-house, in 
which at the time were Ellen Maher and 
Bridget Maher. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., and Mr. Dudley White. 
K.C. (instructed by the Chief State Solicitor), 
prosecuted, while Mr. Kingsmill Moore (in- 
structed by Mr. Tynan) defended. & 


WIFE'S ESCAPE. 

Mr, Carrigan, in opening the case, said that 
the accused man was a farmer living at Bally- 
kinalee, about eight miles from. Nenagh. 
There was a house there occupied by a family 
named Dawney, where the prisoner's wife had 
taken refuge, and close by was Maher’s house. 
He was charged with having set fire to his 
own house, with the knowledge that in it 
were the children, Ellen, aged three years, 
and Bridget, aged eighteen months, with the 
result that they perished. The house con- 
sisted of three rooms, and for some time the 
prisoner's wife occupied a room near the 

able which was entered from the kitchen. 
Maher and the two elder children slept in an 
upper room, 

On the 28th March last the prisoner re- 
turned from the Nenagh fair at about nine 
o'clock, when the two smal! children were in 
bed in the wife’s room. The elder children 
were playing about, and Maher gave them 
sweets which he had brought home. Every- 
thing seemed happy and pleasant. Then his 
little boy told him that a Civic Guard—“ a 
man with -brass buttons’’—had come there 
that evening and said that he would take 
them away. At this the face of the prisoner 
looked black, and he inquired closely about 
this “ man with the brass buttons.’ 

As the wife could not give evidence against 
the husband, Mrs. Maher conld- not be 
examined to show what actually happened 
hetween them; but they knew that Maher 
questioned his children verv closely, and that 
in what his little hoy said of the policeman 
heing there arose thé cause of the prisoner’s 
subsequent attitude towards his wife, who 
was, in fact, a faithful and devoted woman. 
She went to her hedroom. The prisoner ad- 
mitted that he followed her, caught hold of 
her and shoved her. Tt was nearly 10 o'clock, 
He had locked the door, and on going into 
the bedroom a second time he found that his 
wife had escaped from the house and gone to 
the house of a neighbour. She had left the 
little children in the bed. 


HOUSE IN FLAMES. 

At about half-past ten the accused man 
went out to bring a mare to the pasture. 
He had with him the two elder children, 
and spoke about taking them for sweets. 
But, however that might be, the prisoner 
Stated that he saw a mysterious man garbed 
in white leave his place. He (the prisoner) 
lifted the two children over the gate of a 
neighbour’s house, and then came back and 
took the children with him. Afterwards, as 
he neared his own house, he found it in 
flames. Eventually he broke the window 
with a stone; there was a rush of wind. and 
the thatched roof fell in. When the Guards 
came they worked in clearing away the 
corner, and on the bed they found the 
charred and dismembered corpse of the little 
girl, who had been sleeping with her sister. 
The infant was but a mass of cinders. 

It would require explanation why 
accused, man, on finding his place on fire, 
failed to rescue these little children. Tho 
fact was, that this man was morbidly jealous 
of his wife. He declared that she was un- 
faithful and untruthful; that his mind was 
warped, and that he believed that the “ man 
with the brass buttons’? was the subject of 
his mad jealousy of his loyal and dutiful 
wife. It was this jealousy that brought 
about the prisoner’s separation of the two 
elder and the two younger children. 


JEALOUSY OF WIFE. 

The man in a white coat, mentioned by the 
prisoner, was but a figment of his imagina- 
tion to suggest that his absence was taken 
advantage of by someone to set fire to his 
house. It was perfectly true, as the little 
child had stated, that a man with brass 
buttons had been there, a Civic Guard, going 
his rounds of duty, and this became as a 
match to the gunpowder of the jealous obses- 
sion of the accused man. 

The jury would have to consider was not 
this a wilful and deliberate crime committed 
by this man and not by any mysterious 
stranger. Counsel contended that there could 
be no alternative to a verdict of guilty. 


CHARRED BODIES. 

Guard James O'Donnell, stationed at New- 
port. in reply to Mr. Dudley White, said that 
the accused man called at the barrack and 
shouted that his house was burned, and that 
his children had been in the house. The 
witness and the superintendent and Guards 
went to the scene and found the house in 
flames. the roof having fallen in. During 
the time that they were there they did every- 
thing that they ‘could be put out the fire. 
Close to the window was a bed, and when ie 
was removing some debris he found the body 
of one of the children, hardly recognisable. 
He also found the body of a smaller child, 
and both bodies were removed to a neighbour- 
ing house. 

To Mr. Moore—The thatch of the roof came 
down quite low and could easily be reached 
by the hand. 

"A Guard stated that when passing on duty 
during the day he spoke to the little boy 
and said something jocularly about taking 
him away. ,Mrs. Maher was on the road at 
the time. It was just a passing incident. 

Dr. David Coffey described the condition 
of the remains of the children. 

John Doheny, a neighbour of the Mahers, 
deposed to Mrs. Maher coming to his house. 
When he admitted her she made a statement, 
ir. consequence of which he gave her accom- 
modation in his mother’s room. Later on he 
saw from his place the prisoner's house 
burning. When he and a neighbour reached 
it it was still blazing. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Was 
there?~-No; I was there for half an 
Mrs. Maher was there. 

Evidence was also given that the prisoner 
was seen throwing water through the window 
where the hed of the children was. 

Maureen Maher, a little daughter of the 
prisoner, was examined by Mr. Carrigan and 
also questioned by the Judge and Mr. Moore. 


“MAN WITH WHITE COAT.” 

Superintendent M‘Cabe said that it would 
have been possible for a person to have drawn 
out the child’s body from the window by 
stretching inwards. Before the roof collapsed 
there would have been no difficulty in forcing 
the window. He took a statement in writing 
from Mrs. Maher. Later he saw the accuses 
man at the barrack, and found that he had 
made a statement. 

Chief Superintendent Hannigan was also 
examined, and produced a statement made by 
the prisoner, which was the result of about 
seven hours’ questioning. In this statement 
he gave an account of his movements on the 
day and evening of the Nenagh Fair, ad- 
mitted shaking his wife, and mentioned her 
leaving the house. He described a man with 
a white coat, whom he saw leaving from the 
direction of the house. In the course of his 
statement he said that he had endeavoured 
to extinguish the flames and save the 
children. When charged with the murder he 
said that he was not guilty. 

Mr. Kingsmill Moore contended that there 
had been absolutely no evidence to justify or 
support the charge: of murder, that the onus 
cast upon the prosecution had not been ful- 
filled. He asked for a direction. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that

STATUTES OF CHARLES I. 


DOCUMENTS IN ERNE FISHERY 
CASE. 

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

e hearing of the action brought b 
ww Robert Lyon Moore, of The Clift, 
Ballyshannon, and other members of the 
River Erne Fishery Company, against a 
number of local fishermen, and against the 
Attorney-General of the Irish Free State, as 
Mama the public, was resumed. 

e plaintiffs are seeking a declaration 
that they are entitled to a several fishery in 
the tidal portion of the River Eine, from the 
falls of Asseroe at Ballyshannon to the high 
sea or bar at Ballyshannon, and that the 
fishery constituted a grant existing at the 
date of the coming into operation of the 
Constitution of the Irish Free State, and a 
valid private interest in the waters over 
which the fishery extended, and that the 
title was expressly preserved by the Free 
State Constitution and was vested in the 
plaintiffs. | 

The defendants, other than the Attorney- 
Genera], deni¢d the title and acquisition of 
the fishery claimed by the plaintiffs and 
stated that by a judgment in the House of 
Lords, delivered on 6th April, 1883, in the 
appeal of Mecredy and others v. Alexander 
and others, the plaintiffs in the present 
action were estopped from saying that the 
grantees under the Landed Estates Court 
conveyance of llth March, 1869 became, and 
were, indefeasibly entitled by Statute to the 
fishery. « 


The Attorney-General also disputed the 
plaintiffs’ claim. 
Mr. Jellett, K.C.; Mr. Overend, K.C.; 


Mr. . Phelps, K.C.; Mr. Henry, K.C., and 
Mr. Newett (instructed by Mr. R. H. Reid) 
appeared for the plaintiffs; Mr. Lynch, K.C. ; 
Mr. Meredith, K.C.; Mr. MacLoone, K.C., 
and Mr. McGuckin (instructed by Mr. 
Francis Gallagher) for the defendants, other 
than the Attorney-General, and Mr. Bewley, 
K.C.; Mr. Lavery, K.C., and Mr. E. J. 
Kelly (instructed by the Chief State Soli- 
citor) for the Attorney-General. 
DEFENDANTS’ APPLICATION, 

At the sitting of the Court, 

Mr. Lynch said that before his friend (Mr. 
Jellett) began, there were two matters with 
reference to which he wanted to make an 
application to his lordship. One was with refer- 
ence to the Statutes that had been referred 
to by Mr. Jellett, the Statutes of Charles I. 
On behalf of the defendants other than the 
Attorney-General, they submitted that the 
Statutes referred to j Mr. Jellett in his 
onening statement—10 Chas. 1., C 3; 10 
Chas I..8.3, C.2; 10ChasI., 8.3, C. á; and 
15 Chas. I., C 6—could not be relied upon 
on behalf of the paintiffs on the following 
grounds :—(1) These Statutes are not, nor is 
any of them pleaded, on behalf of the plain- 
tiffs in this action; (2) the grant bearing 
date 30th August, in the fifteenth year of 
the reign of Charles I., to Thomas Baron 
Ffolliott is pleaded as ‘‘confirming’’ the 
grant by letters patent of 9th day of April, 
in the twentieth year of his reign, by James 
I., and not otherwise; (3) it is not averred in 
the pleadings of the plaintiffs that either of 
the grants was made as part of the scheme of 
the Plantation of Ulster, or in pursuance of 
any Statute or Statutes regulating the Planta- 
tion; (4) it is not averred in the plaintiffs’ 
pleadings that the grants, or any of them, 
had any particular force or effect by reason 
of any of the Statutes regulating the Plan- 
tation; (5) that the plaintiffs are not en- 
titled, without any notice to the defendants, 
to put forward a case at the trial which 
has not been pleaded, and which is essen- 
tially different from that presented in their 
pleadings, and which has never been put for- 
ward by the plaintiffs in any action or pro- 
ceedings against these or any other defen- 
dants; (6) that the course adopted of pre- 
senting these matters at the trial on behalf 
of the plaintiffs, without any reference to 
them in the pleadings, and without notice, 
is without precedent or authority, and con- 
trary to all the rules of pleading and practice 
and the course of justice on the trial ot 
actions. 

Mr. Lynch, also on behalf of the defen- 
dants other than the Attorney-General, 
objected to the reading of copies of docu- 
ments from the Public Record Office of which 
the defendants had not got gc irge ( as 
they would now submit that they should 
not be received in evidence on behalf of the 
plaintiffs, having regard to Order 31, Rule 15 
of the General Orders of 1905, on the ground 
that copies of extracts from Public Records 
were discovered but not particularised in the 
plaintiffs’ affidavits of documents, and pri- 
vilege was claimed for these documents as 
having been procured by the professional 
skill of the plaintiffs’ advisers for the pur- 
pose of the trial: The defendants disputed 
such claim to privilege. and their ‘solicitors 
wrote to the plaintiffs’ solicitor requiring 
production of the documents for inspection. 
In reply the plaintiffs’ solicitor wrote with- 
drawing the claim to privilege and appearing 
to produce the documents in question, but 
on the occasion of the inspection of the 
documents many of the most material docu- 
ments were not produced to the defendants’ 
solicitor. There were amongst the docu- 
ments produced copies of documents, of 
which defendants’ solicitor had already been 
supplied with copies by plaintiffs’ solicitor, 
regarding which no question of privilege had 
been raised on behalf of the plaintiffs in 
either of their affidavits of documents. This 
appeared from the correspondence between 
the solicitor for plaintiffs and the solicitor 
for the defendants, his clients. : 

Mr. Bewley, for the Attorney-General, said 
that he also objected to the quotation of the 
statutes by Mr. Jellett, which had not been 
pleaded, and of which no notice had been 
given. He contended that it was necessary 
to set out the facts bringing the grants 
from the King to Ffolliott within the terms 
of the statute, and he also objected to the 
production of copies of documents when the 
originals were extant and were. not produced. 

STATE PAPERS. 
Mr. Jellett said that he supposed that he 
should not be‘suryrised at both his friends 
not liking these statutes of Charles I., but 
his lordship was asked to depart from the 
most ordinary laws of procedure of the Courts 
in regaru toa public statute. Of course, they 
knew that there were certain matters in certain 
cases which must, by the general law, be 
pleaded in defence, but the ordinary law was 
that the Court took judicial notice of public 
statutes and that. consequently, they need 
not be specially pleaded. 
In the course of the discussion which 
followed, 
Mr. Jellett mentioned that the extracts 
from the Calendar of State Papers from which 
he had quoted last week were not full, but 
that he had since received the full text from 
the London “'ecord Office. 
It was decided that typed copies of the 
objections made Mr. Lynch should be 
made available for the nlaintiffs, and that, in 
the meanwhile, Mr. Jellett should proceed 
with his opening statement in which he was 
engaged be ae the hearing was adjourned last 
Thursday. 
Mr. Jellett then contnued his argument, 
and had not concluded when the Court rose. 
The further hearing was adjourned until 
to-day.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) | 
The hearing was resumed of the action 
brought by S. Brady, of The Grove, 
Killiney, Co. Dublin, against P. J. Tracey, of 
Brighton Cottage, Brighton road, Foxrock, 
Co. Dublin, for a declaration that the plaintifi 
is entitled to one-third of the discount allowed 
to the defendant, as agent of the Delage 
et Cie, motor manufacturers, Paris, on all 
chassis and cars of the Delage make, and a 
further one-third of the discount in respect of 
the sales procured by the plaintiff so long as 
the defendant continues to be agent or con- 
cessionaire of .Delage et Cie in the Free State. 
the discount to be calculated in British 
sterling and to be the discount allowed to the 
defendant by Delage et Cie, in accordance 
with his agency agreement with that com- 
pany; for an account of all Delage cars and 
chass's in respect of which the defendant 
received or was allowed a trade discount from 
Delage et Cie, and of the moneys payable to 
the plaintiff in respect of same; and for an 
order for the payment of the amount found 
due by the defendant to the plaintiff on the 

taking of such account. 

It apneared that the plaintiff had been 
previously the agent for the company men- 
tioned in this country, and was succeeded as 
agent by the defendant. and a certain working 
agreement, on which the action is based, was 
entered into between them. 

The defendant. traversing the cause of 
action generally, alleged that before the action 
was brought he had paid the plaintiff the 
amount to which he was entitled on foot of 
his claim, and that the plaintiff accepted it 
and discharged the defendant from all further 
claim on foot of the agreement.

The report of the Irish Free State 
Department of Agriculture on agricul- 
tural conditions m the Free State on 
July 1 last states that the fine weather 
which prevailed during the month of May 
continued to June 11, with a low tempera- 
ture at times and occasional, ground. frosts. 
at night. This period was succeeded 
by a few days’ rain and heat, which 
greatly benefited all crops. Unsettled 
conditions and low temperature, with an 
excess of rain, then became 
throughout the country to the end of the. 


fell almost daily, and the concluding days 
were unusually wet and cold for June. 
Spells of blustery weather damaged 
potato stalks in exposed situations. 

In spite of the unseasonable condi- 
tions, all crops, though backward, were 
looking well, 

The sowing of swedes was completed in 
most districts early in the month. The 


and progress was made with the moulding 
of potatoes, but these operations had to 
be suspended during the last week on 
account of the constant rainfall. The 
conditions also rendered "it difficult to 
keep weeds in check. A commencement 
was made with the spraying of the more 
forward potato crops. The weather was 
most unfavourable to the saving of hay, 
and little even of the first crop had been 
made up. The fine spell of six weeks 
from April to mid-June was fully availed 
of for the cutting and saving of turf, and 
considerable supplies had been secured. 
The shearing of sheep in the upland 
districts also received attention. 


PASTURES AND LIVE 
STOCK. 


CATTLE NOT SO FORWARD AS 
USUAL. 

The seasonal growth of pastures, which was 
checked by drought during May, improved as 
the result of the mid-June rain. Except on 
manured or better-class lands, however, the 
cover was thinner than usual, and did not 
provide the normal amount of keep. The 
persistent rain and harsh weather towards the 
end of the month and the absence of heat 
produced a soft growth of grass of low feeding 
value. All classes of stock were healthy, but, 
owing to their backward condition in the 
early spring and the poorer quality of the 
grazing, cattle were slow to put on flesh, and 
FS: ly were not so rela as is customary 
or the time of year. The cold, wet weather 
and watery condition of pastures were not 
conducive to securing the maximum flow of 
milk, but yields were not seriously affected. 
PROSPECTIVE YIELDS OF HAY. 

First and second crop hay suffered from the 
effects of the excessive rain in the early 
months of the year and the drought in May, 
and in some districts yields are below the 
average. A few fields of first crop were cut 
in the latter part of June, but much difficulty 
was experienced in saving them, and in many 
cases the crop lay from ten to fourteen days 
on the ground. The cutting of the bulk of 
the crop was held up pending an improvement 
in the weather. Old meadows were backward, 
but made considerable progress towards the 
end of the month. Meadows which had been 
closely grazed in the early part of the season, 
owing to the shortage of pasture, were carry- 
ing thin crops, and, except where the land 
had been well treated, will give low yields of 
hay. Seasonal heat early in July would, how- 
ever, go far to improve the yields of late 
meadows. 

CEREALS. 

Corn crops, which were amusually backward 
at Ist June, made satisfactory progress, and 
are generally reported to be promising. Some 
fields are thin and occasionally patchy as a 
result of the prolonged drought and attacks 
by wireworms and grub. In several districts 
the rain came too late for the development 
of straw, which in such cases is short and will 
bulk light. Early sown wheat was earing out 
satisfactorily and presented a good appear- 
ance. Later sown fields, though in some 
instances thin and patchy, made good pro- 
gress, but are eat as up to average. Crops 
of spring wheat were variable: a few good 
fields were to be seen; others were dis- 
appointing. 

The oat crop generally made a marked 
recovery, and in most counties 1s reported to 
promise an average yield. In a few counties 
occasional fields are thin and uneven, and in 
most districts the straw is likely to be short. 
Winter oats in County Wexford has eared out 
and made a good growth of straw. Reports 
from the barley-growing counties are favour- 
able in regard to the prospects of the barley 
crop, which is stated to be the most promising 
of the corn crops. In Counties Carlow. Kil- 
kenny and Wexford brairds tillered freely 
and the crop is thicker than usual. With the 
exception of County Louth, where the crop 
is somewhat stunted, the yield is expected to 
be well up to average, 

FLAX. 

Satisfactory growth was made. by the 
earlier sown flax crop during the month, but 
later sown fields had not recovered from the 
effects of the dry period in May which 
caused uneven brairding and patchiness. The 
crop generally is irregular and backward, and 
pulling will be later than usual. Reports 
from Co. Donegal indicate a romising crop 
on the whole. In Counties onaghan and 
Cavan fields of flax were irregular and un- 
even, and the crop is variable. In County 
Cork flax looked promising, but is late, and 
many fields showed the effects of * seedling 
blight’ in the early stages of growth. Jn 
County Mayo continued high winds and rain 
towards th» ead of the month stopped growth 
and gisatiy tossec: the crop. 

POTATOES. 

The digging of the early varieties com- 
menced in Co. Waterford on the #th June, 
with yields of 4 to 5 tons wer ac. In 
County Cork yields were around 5 tons, 
though occasionally much lower, and the crop 
was marketed from the middle of the month 
onward.  Frices to farmers in both counties 
opened at 14s. to 17s. per cwt., but towards 
the end of the month dropped to about 6s. 
per cwt. In the Rush area of County Dub- 
in fair yields were obtained, and prices 
averaged 12s, to 14s. per cwt. Garden plots 
were ready from the middle of June, but 
weather conditions did not favour the de- 
velopment of the tubers. Crops of Second 
Earlies looked promising. Matncrop varie- 
ties made good progress, but generally were 
backward for the time of year. In some 
instances injury from frost was experienced 
on black soils, and damage was also done to 
stalks by high winds. 

BLIGHT. 

The advantage of planting sprouted sets 
was evident, as many fields sown with un- 
sprouted and cut sets showed blanks and 
irregular growth. The broken weather in 
the latter part of June made moulding and 
cleaning difficult, particularly on the ao 
soils. Given more heat and less moisture 
in July, however, a fair average yield is in- 
dicated. A few reports of the occurrence 
of blight on early varieties were received. 
Preparations for spraying were general in 
all districts, but the weather conditions were 
most unfavourable for this operation. The 
first spraying had, however, been completed 
in several districts. Small supplies of pota- 
toes of last year’s crop were on the market, 
and were obtainable towards the end of June 
at about 4s. per ewt. 

MANGEL, TURNIP AND SUGAR BEET. 

Root crops, though er nae backward in 
growth, were in a healthy condition, and 
were more than ordinarily free from insect 
attacks. Some of the earlier sown mangel 
and sugar beet germinated unevenly during 
the period of dry weather, but in most cases 
the blanks filled up after the rain came. 
Mangels made somewhat slow growth, but, 
nevertheless, the thinning of the bulk of this 
crop had been completed, or was in progress. 
Little damace by mangel fly is reported; in 
Co. Watertird a few fields were stated to 
have been injured by ‘‘Phoma.’’ Turnips, 
the later sowings espegially, came up evenly, 
and many of the more forward fields have 
been thinned. A very small proportion of re- 
sowing was found necessary. In the prin- 
cipal beet growing areas the progress of the 
sugar beet crop was satisfactory ; germination 
proved weet even, and thinning was well 
forward. hough growth has been rather 


slow, the condition of root crops indicated

CATTLE TRADE EASIER. 
GOOD QUALITY STORES IN KEEN 
DEMAND, 

Fairs during the month were moderately 
supplied with cattle, and trade, except for 
forward animals, was easier with a some- 
what lower tendency. ‘The condition of a 
considerable proportion of the stock op offer 
was below normal for the season of the year 
as a result of the unfavourable weather con- 
ditions. Good quality stores continued in 
keen demand at shea recent rates. Values 
-for other classes were weaker as the month 
advanced, while thin and inferior stock con- 
tinued to meet a dragging trade. The 
supply of prime beef cattle was limited, 
many of the animals on offer presenting a 
half-finished appearance, and beef prices 
tended townwards towards the end of the 
month. Springers and .down-calved cows 
were on offer in limited numbers only, and 
met a steady demand, with prices around 
previous rates for the better class animals. 
For good quality stock of the various 
classes the average ranges of prices were :— 
Fat bullocks and heifers, 48s. to 54s. per 
cwt. live weight; strong stores, two to three 
years old, £16 to £19 each ; one to two years 
old, £12 to £14 each; *yearlings, £8 10s. to 
£10 each; down-calved cows, £19 to £22 
each; springers, £21 to £24 each; springing 
heifers, £19 to £21 each, and dropped calves, 

50s. to 70s. each, 

SHEEP. 

Flocks continued healthy during the month. 
The numbers of sheep on offer at fairs were 
somewhat smaller, and trade was moderate, 
with values on a lower level from about the 
middie of the month. Well-meated sheep and 
choice finished Jambs were scarce and in ready 
demand. Trade for lambs lacking condition 
and for thin store sheep and ewes was slow at 
lower prices. Prices for fat sheep were around 
70s. to 90s. and occasionally up to 110s. each. 
Year-old hoggets and wethers realised 55s. to 


65s. and fat mountain wethers 35s. to 45s: 
each. Prices for best lambs averaged 40s. to 
56s, each. 


The wool clip was up to a good-average, 
long wool breeds shearing around Jib, and 
mountain sorts about 5lb. Values tended 
upward, but the prices paid varied consider- 
ably throughout the country. For washed

PIGS. 
The number of pigs on offer at most markets 
was well maintained, but showed a reduction 
at a few centres. The demand for suitable 
weight bacon pigs was firm, and prices ruled 
fairly steady, but showed a drop of approxi- 
mately 2s. per cwt. over the month from an 
average of 80s. per cwt. dead weight at the 
commencement to 78s. at the end of the 
month, or 60s. to 58s. 6d. per cwt. respec- 
tively on the live weight basis. A proportion 
of the animals sold, however, were not in 
finished condition and returned lower rates. 
Heavy weight pigs met a ready sale at prices 
gn “we to those paid for the bacon animals. 
e demand for porkers was limited, and 
trade was slow at prices ranging from 65s. to 
75s. per ewt. dead weight.

HORSES. 

The demand continued steady for all classes 
of horses, and values were well maintained. 
Farm hovses realised £25 to £35 and occa- 
sionally £40 each. Draught animals suitable 
for city work sold at £35 to £40 and vanners 
at £50 to £40 each. Troopers made £35 to 
£45 and occasionally £60 each. Two to three- 
year-old animals likely to make hunters were 
disposed of at prices ranging from £30 to £90 
each, and net infrequently up to £120, while 
sales of made hunters were reported at figures 
between £150 and £460 each. 

MILK. 

The comparatively backward condition of 
pastures and the cold weather. prevailing in 
the latter part of June were unfavourable to 
the production of milk.

TRINITY v. CAMBRIDGE. 


(By FRAZER HEARNE.) 


O not ask me what the date was. It 
does not appear on the face of the 
card, now firmly p into. an ancient 
scrap book, ‘and you vould hot seek me 
to pry.further after.a detaj] which I have 
nanaged to forget. Say twenty years ago 
and ‘You will not be far out: Trinity 
were fairly: roy that year, but nothin 
out of the way—I do not think they ha 
a great reserve of bowlers—and of course 
Cambridge, even with a touring team, 
were usually rather heavy metal. 

As was to be expected for such a match, 
and in the College Park, a gecd crowd 
had attended the opening day’s play ; but 
it was not until the third day, when the 
word went round Dublin that Trinity, 
holding a substantial lead on the first 
innings, were going strong in tue second— 
it was not until then that cricket enthu- 
siasts, tied up by claims of business and 
duty, began with one accord to feel 
mysteriously unwell, to discover urgent 
private matters requiring instant atten- 
tion, or to learn of the sudden illness 
(even, I fear decease) of many a near 
and dear relation. 1 cannot recall the 
precise calamity that freed me from official 
trammels, but whatever it was it did not 
unduly mar my day’s enjoyment. So to

THE GAME. 


Trinity had made 283 in the first 
innings. H. Etlinger, whose cricket was, 
I think, the product of an English publie 
school, got 103; J. T. Gwynn, the latest 
comer of that great family, 79; C. R. 
Fausset, noted as the most patient or 
mest exasperating (according to your 
point of view) batsman of his day, 27, 
Cambridge fell short of Trinity by 83; 
FE. R. Wilson top scorer with 40. S. H. 
Crawford, Clontarf’s beloved “fam,” a 
slow bowler of the genuine tyre that gets 
wickets against any team on anv ground— 
I remember how he once had five or six 
for ninety against an English county 
whose innings totalled somewhere over 
500—Sam Crawford got five on this occa- 
sic; T. A, Harvey, the tall fast bowler 
and Rugby Internationa] forward, now a 
parson, took four, and J. W. Crozier the 
remaining one. | 

Trinity had done well, but the rate of 
scoring had been rather sedate and the 
pace needed improving if a decision was 
to be reached. -With their comfortable lead 
Trinity could afford to risk something. 
They did so, and reached 241. This was 
something more of an all-round score 
than the first, for Sep. I.ambert reached 
17, H. H. Corley 23, A. Walker 47, and 
J. T. Gwynn 86, or 165 for the match—a 
grand performance. 


TRINITY'S LEAD. 


The: Trinity wickets in both innings, 
were shared by Driffield, Dowson and 
Hind. So now Trinity led by 324, and 
they tucked up their sleeves, spat on their 
hands and went into the field determined 
to'do or die. But when the irresistible 
force comes up against the immoveable 
object—well, you know, or rather you don’t 
know, what happens. Howeve.’, ‘hat is a 
very bad analogy to apply to cricket 
where nobody is irresistible for long and 
nobody immoveable for ever. Cambridge 
were not to be disposed of easily, but 
neither did they look Jike making runs— 
at first... : 

A wicket fell at 44, and another at the 
same total, and halí the side was out 
beíore the hundred went np. But there 
was a man, 8. H. Way, who even then 
had a reputation, who had be-n got rid 
of for eight runs in the first innings and 
knew that now all depended upon him. 
Where others went down he was firmly 
planted’; where others fought for runs he 
scored with comparatiye freedom. He 
found a partner, A. E. Hind, who insisted 
on remaining, and the bowling began to 
look easy. Ten after ten appeared on the 
old-fashioned score-board until the con- 
ventional roll of clapping hailed the 200— 
five wickets down and still the odds were 
on Trinity. 


A RACE FOR RUNS. 


Time was now the important factor. 
Cambridge could hardly get the runs, but 
there was no hint of a dissolution of this 
great partnership. The change bowlers 
went off and the “ mmajl change’’ (as 
somebody happily calls them) came on, 
and then the first choice over again, with 
permutations and combinations on the 
same, and still the runs came. 

At two hundred and fifty it .egan to 
look as though Cambridge had a chance 
if they went all out for the game. They 
did not quite do that, though the scoring 
was fairly fast; they knew how quickly 
five wickets can fall. 


HOW IT ENDED. 


I am sorry there is no thrilling finish 
for you. The end of a perfect Day came 
when Fausset caught him off Harvey for 
125 within a few minutes of time, but we 
lingered in case anything should happen. 
Nothing did. The next man stayed there 
and there were a few more runs; and then 
the last over wes bowled, the bell rang out, 
and the stumps were pulled up. Cambridge 
had reached 288 for six wickets, cr within 
37 of victory. Hind had 63 not out, and 
he and Day between them had saved the 
game for Cambridge—perhaps nearly won 
it, but we did not admit that.

Irish in the Courts.

Many present Army 
improvements have been due in no small 
measure to his solicitude for the soldier. 
He is now, and has been for some years, 
the senior soldier on the activ: list of the 


Army. 


American Preacher and Belfast. 


Dr. William Bell Riley, of Minneapolis, 
who has come over to Belfast on the invita- 
tion of the Belfast Baptist Council to 
deliver four addresses at the Great 
Victoria street Church, is the President of 
the World's Christian Fundamentals 
Association.

In 
the border counties prosecutions have been 
instituted from time to time against 
owners of these omnibuses which might 
chance to cross the border, and had been 
refused a licence as unfit to carry pas- 
sengers. 

An omnibus unsafe for Northern Ire- 
land traffic, it seems, may travel with 
immunity with passengers in the Free 
State. It is time the Free State Govern- 
ment should exercise more supervision over 
the omnibuses. I hear that some old omni- 
buses, which could not pass the test in the 
North, have crossed the border into the 


Free State.

THE HUMAN SIDE OF BEING 
A CONSUL. 
a ce 


(By JOHN M. SAVAGE.) 
CONSUL is a link betwern his own 


and every other country in the 
world. His decisions and advice make or 
mar many human fortunes. It is not an 
exaggeration to say that he moulds the 
destiny of thousands of emigrants; upon 
him rest, more than on any other person, 
the materialised hor : of their new life. 
His life is full of interest, and it takes 
not a little understanding of human 
nature to be able to give advice—often 
quite the opposite to what the inquirer 
expects—regarding some intricate problem 
that will affect the entire life of the 
intending voyager to New York. 

Not all people travelling to America, 
for example, are looking for a new start 
in life. Many are trying to avoid the 
attentions of British and Continental 
police; others are being drive: away to 
seek solace from domestic unhappiness ; 
whilst quite a number get it into their 
heads that ‘‘it is the fashion to go to 
America,” and thus handicap the more 
ligitimate claims of intending settlers. 


Occasionally a consul has a v>2ry trying 
experience, and it requires all the powers 
of human ingenuity to work out the right 
solution to the problem and the right way 
to administer it to the traveller in dis- 
tress. For instance, a notoricus ‘‘ crook ”’ 
found things getting too hot in the United 
States and came over to England. He 
followed his “ profession’’ with the aid 
of a beautiful woman, well known to the 
police, but far too clever to be caught. 
However, the man did get a short sen- 
tence, and being an American he sent for 
me to chat over his case; he believed he 
had been hardly dealt with by the judge. 

He was madly in love with his beau- 
tiful accomplice, but, knowing he was in 
prison, she fell in with one of his rivals. 
When he finished his term le went in 
search of his rival, determined on revenge. 
He found both near the British Museum, 
and in a fracas he shot his rival through 
the foot. For this he cot another sentence 
of fourteen years! Believing this sentence 
was far too heavy, he appealed to me to 
use my influence to get it lessened. By 
no means an easy request, bu; certainly 
a human one, and, after all, the fellow 
had acted under provocation. 

Eventually I was able to get the active 
assistance of Lady Astor, M.P., and 
ultimately the Home Secretai- remitted 
a large part of the sentence. I then sent 
the released man back to Americ:. 


THE FORGED PASSPORT. 


Recently a beautiful German girl, 
obviously of Jewish extraction, came to 
my office with a pitiful story, backed by 
what seemed to be a legitimate passport 
from Berlin. The shipping authorities 
turned her away, saying her passport was 
a forgery, and she tried to convince me 
that it was not. 

For some time I was puzzled about the 
forgery for it was hard to detect. In 
fact, for the moment I began to think the 
shipping authorities had made a mistake. 
However, a consul has to get the truth 
somehow, and after some cross-examina- 
tion, during which the girl confessed it 
was a forgery, I got her story. 


THE LURE OF AMERICA. 


She was greatly attached to her parents, 
and on account of the emigration num- 
bers to America being greatly reduced, 
it was impossible for her to accompany 
them. The consul in Berlin could not 
grant her a visa. The next bec: way was 
a ‘‘try-on’’ with a forged passport, for 
which she had paid £200. The passport 
was forged so well that she had so far 
eluded all the continenta] authorities. 
However, it was the stamp that gave her 
away in the end. While it is wrong to 
use a forged passport, it is not a crime 
to want to join one’s own people. The 
human side has the greatest appeal, and 
the daring young woman is now in 
America ! 

‘‘Crooks’’ and smugglers like to get 
across to New York. Most of the world’s 
richest men and women travel by the 
super-liners, and these passengers present 
a good haul—if caught! Fortunately, 
we know most of the ‘‘ get-rich-quick ”' 
people, and remind them that America 
has fio need of their services. Of course, 
some get through, but our guard is very 
alert. 


IN SEARCH OF HUSBANDS. 


Husband-tracing is another job for a 
consul. Many married seamen have a 
way of getting Jost in the States. How- 
ever, in America we have a useful means 
of tracing these men. ‘They are bound to 
settle somewhere, and our servic) is always 
on the spot. They are sent back to Eng- 
land at the shipping company’s expense— 
they are actually deserters—zc_d we try 
to arrange a reunion with the man’s wife. 
Our job should be finished then, but 
occasionally they come back for more 
advice. 

Many American students like to ‘‘do’”’ 
England. They come over on a single fare 
and have not the slightest idea where they 
are likely to get the money for their re- 
turn passage. ‘‘Go to the consul,’’ seems 
to be the advice. 


GREAT EXPECTATIONS. 


They all take it, and come to my office 
smiling in a care-free way, thinking that 
because I'am the American Consul I must 
send them back! They are mistaken. I 
advise them to cable their parents for 
money, which I look aiter when it arrives, 
and then book their passages back again! 

Some people have an idea that a consul 
must know everything, be able to do any- 
thing, and get anything required by his 
own countrymen almost immediately. 
Thus I was once ordered by a widow to 
have the body of her husband exhumed. 
as ‘‘ she was sure he had been murdered.’’ 
These things can’t be done in a hurry. 


BABYLON OR EGYPT: 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISP TIMES. 

Sirn,—Referring to the discoveries made in 
the tomb of Queen Hetepheres in your issue 
of to-day, you give the date of Cheops, the 
Pharaoh of the Fourth Dynasty, as 4,500 
B.C., and you say the Queen’s manicure set 
is 6,000 years old. The date of Menes, the 
first historic King of Egypt—that is, the 
first King of the first oes dynasty—is 
given by the British Museum as about 
400 B.C., and the date of Cheops of the 
fourth dynasty about 3,000 B.C.  Conse- 
quently this manicure set is about 4,900 years 
old, and not 6,000 years. 

From an archzological point of view these 
dates are very important. Discoveries made 
since the war have led archeologists to 
believe that Babylonian, or rather Sumerian 
civilisation preceded Egyptian. Among the 
various ' world’s records” for antiquity 
displayed by the British Museum for a few 
days last August, and dug up by the 
Woolley Expedition, was a very beautiful 
manicure set containing all the appliances 
one would expect to-day, plus some others 
such as an ear-pick.

At the fortnightly meeting of the Com- 
mittee of Control Mecarorv 4 by the Free 
State Ministry of Industry and Commerce to 
conduct the affairs of the Dublin and Bless- 
ington Steam Tramway—the Chairman, Mr. 
Joht' J. Sheil, solicitor, residing—the Com- 
mittee considered the reply from the Ministry 
of Industry and Commerce to the protest 
made by the Committee against the approval 
by the Ministry of a "bus route along the 


vay of the Committee's line. The Com- 
mittee noted that the reason for

service from the ‘buses already traversing 
the route.

The Committee, being unanimously of the 
opinion that their own undertaking was 
suffering in a far greater degree from this 
‘ompetitive “bus traffic, directed the Acting 
secretary, Mr. G. Gibson, to a 
jetailed particulars to the Ministry in regar 
wo the Baal my of the line. The Committee 
Also directed him to request the Ministry to 
ssue an Order to the Committee authorising 
‘he running of “buses and goods delivery 
ovries by the Committee, in conjunction 
with the Committee’s undertaking over the 
area covered by baronial guarantee for the 
ine and into the city. 

In pursuance of the above resolution, the 
Committee directed the Acting Secretary to 
procure for the next meeting competitive quo- 
tations for the supply of passenger ‘buses 
aud delivery lorries, with the stipulation 
that the bodywork should be of Irish manu- 
facture, The members of the Committee ex- 
pressed themselves confident that a combina- 
tion of *buses, with the present rail services 
reduced, would result in a considerable reduc- 
tion in the present annual loss on the line.

OPPOSED BY LABOUR AND 
FIANNA FAIL. 


In Dail Eireann yesterday, 

Mr. BLYTHE (Minister for Finance) moved 
“that a sum not exceeding $7,438,635 be 
granted on account for or towards defraying 
the charges that will come in course of pay- 
ment during the year ending on the 3lst 
March, 1929, for certain public services.”’ 

The MINISTER said that this was the 
second vote asked for this year, and it would 
be sufficient to enable them to carry on til 
December 1st. Already forty-six hours had 
been given to the discussion of the estimates ; 
in previous years the maximum given was 
ninety hours, and it was proposed to give a 
further forty hours or so later. When a vote 
on account was introduced it was the in- 
variable practice that no new service would 
he initiated pending the passage of the 
estimates, and this would be followed now 
unless there was urgent necessity. 

Mr. DE VALERA (F.F., Clare), opposing 
the vote, said that the passing of the vote 
| would make discussion of the estimates more 
or less a matter of form, as after the recess 
two-thirds of the money would have been 
ma. and the whole purpose oí discussin 
ithe estimates would have been frustrated. 
When introducing his Budget the Minister 
indicated that he had to find £1,449,000, but 
the position was worse now than it was then 
if they were to judge by the Exchequer 


there had been a steady decline in receipts 
despite the fact thet the Minister for Finance 
by contracting the period of the brewers’ 
credit hoped to bring in £300,000 in the year; 
by collecting Schedule A income tax in one 
instalment to bring in £150,000; by the collec- 
tion of income tax arrears to bring in £250,000 ; 
by the extension of the McKenna Duties to 
reg in £200,000, and by the tax on sugar 
to bring in £200,000, making a total of 
£1,100,000. 
DECREASE IN REVENUE. 
Instead. of an increase in revenue they found 
that the revenue was short of expenditure by 
£1,100000. The Minister had said that he 
expected to get from income tax, property tax 
and super tax £4,200,000 for the year, but 
for the quarter he had received only £687,000, 
or £282,000 less than the corresponding 
quarter of last year. The corporations profits 
tax was expected to bring in £250, for 
the year, but the amount received for the 
quarter was only £25,000, or £24,000 less 
than for the same period last year. 

Anybody who studied the figures must feel 
that the Minister, if he had to meet anything 
like the same services next year, would have 
to increase taxation, and the country had 
already been taxed beyond its capacity. 
Before they voted this sum on account they 
ought to have some statement from the 
Minister as to the steps he was taking to 
cut down the costs of administration. Fianna 
Fai! had constantly called attention to the 
standard on which he Executive Council was 
operating, and instead of recognising the fact 
that they were a comparatively unail country, 
and in the present circumstances, not very 
prosperous, the Minister was carrying on as 
if it was an empire. Nearly a million pounds 
more than was necessary was being spent on 
the Army, and the number of the Civic 
Guards were far in excess of what was 
required. They had tried to get the Ministry 
to realise that the country could not afford 
to neglect to save tens of thousands here and 
there, When they dd point out where 
£10,000 could be saved they were told that 
it was a mere bagatelle, but if that attitude 
continued they would come to regard 
£1,000,009 saving as a mere bagatelle. 

THE FINANCIAL SETTLEMENT. 

Large sums of money were going to able- 
bodied people in the shape of Army pen- 
sions. No such pensions. should be paid. 
Avother matter was the financial settlement, 
whick was detrimental to this. country, and 
which, in his opinion, should be re-opened. 
Land annuities, for example, should be te- 
taired in the sa EE Excheguer, and used 
eucrally for national purposes. 
. Mr. T. J. O'CONNELL (Labour, Mayo) 
also opposed the motion. There was no 
recedent for the action of the Government 
in this case. If control of expenditure were 
taken out of the hands of deputies in this 
way they might as well not be there at all. 
They were now asked to give practically an 
eight months’ supply without being afforded 
an opporttnity of any adequate discussion of 
the estimates. They had had there for the 
past few weeks a sheaf of Constitution 
Amendment Bills to take away the rights of 
the people, and the main argument used by 
the Government for the abolition of, the 
initiative was that deputies were there to dis- 
charge certain responsibilities, and should not 
be throwing these responsibilities back upon 
the people. It was strange to find the 
Government now coming along to prevent 
deputies from exercising their primary fuuc- 
tiuns of control over the estimates. 
The fact was that they had had no 
adequate discussion of the estimates for the 
ast two years. They had, in fact, im the 
Minister's statement a suggestion that in 
future there was to be a restriction on the 
discussion of the estimates. He thought 
it was quite wrong for the Government to 
come forward now with this motion, when 
they themselves were responsible for the 
situation which had arisen. He asked the 
House not to give the Government the power 
they asked for; for if they did they would 
be handing over powers which they had no 
right to surrender, and if they did sur: 
render them they would not be fit for parlia- 
menjary gove...ment. 

“MUST HAVE MONEY.” 
Mr JOSEPH X. MURPHY (Independent, 
Dublin County) supported the Government's 
motion, saying that if the Government of 
the country was to be carried on they must 
have money. If Mr. de Valera came into 
wer to-morrow probably one of the first 
things that he would have to do would be to 
ask for a vote on account. 


Mr. S. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin N.) said 
that dise on the’ estimates had been 
made i i because the (Government 


thought it more important to tear up thie 
Constitution in the least possible space of 
titae. 

Their constituents believed that the Govern- 
ment departments were overstaffed and that 
some of the civil servants weré overpaid. 
He asked the Government to set up a com- 
mittee to examine and report on these ques- 
tions, and the Minister for Finance to give 
some justification for the increase of taxation 
this year, and the inevitable increase that

EXTERNAL AFFAIRS. 

Referring to the Department of External 
Affairs, he said that he would like to hear 
what developments had taken place in their 
export trade.

| any other country while that state of affairs 


existed. There was no fear that that English 
combine would permit it. 

.. Concluding, he said that the attitude of the 
rovernment in respect to expenditure was 
that of an individual who had grown sud- 
denly rich. They did not appear to realise 
the value of the money they were spending, 
or what it cost the individual to put up the 
shillings which constituted the millions that 
they were spending. 

Mr. MORRISSEY (Labour, Tipperary), in 
Opposing the motion, said that they should 
not pass this large amount of estimates with- 
out full discussion and consideration. The 
Government had not stated its attitude to- 
wards the unemployed, or what they proposed 
to do as regards housing. In some cases 
where houses were being erected the people 
were told that further grants were not avail- 
able. They had no statement from the 
Government as regards the road grant. They 
knew that the amount of money available 
this: year for road work, as compared with 
last year, was very small; and unless money 
was got to maintain the roads they would 
deteriorate very rapidly, and the money 
spent on them would, to a large extent, be 
wasted 


OLD AGE PENSIONS. 

He would also like the Minister to explain 
about old age pensions. The House had 
agreed early this year that the shilling a week 
was to be restored to roughly about 65,000 
old age pensioners and blind ensioners : 
and notwithstanding that they found that 
the total esimate for this service was con- 
siderably less than the estimate for last year. 
He was anxious to know whether the old 
people, to whom that House gave an extra 
shilling, were getting that shilling, or he 
wanted the Minister to explain how the 
saving had been brought about. 

The Labour Party said that there was not 
enough money being spent on essential social 
services. Every man in this country, whether 
civil servant or otherwise, ought to be paid 
properly for his services. They could not 
get good and efficient men unless they were 
prepared to pay them. What they wanted 
in this country was more production and a 
better standard of living for everyone. A 
considerable number of civil servants were 
getting less than £3 a week, and the number 
of civil servants getting £1,000 a year or over 
were very few. 

Major BRYAN COOPER (Government, 
County Dublin) agreed that it was a hard- 
ship when people had houses half built under 
the impression that they would get the grant 
to find that they would not get it. It would 
require a long campaign of persuasion before 
the people would sacrifice amenities to which 
they would become accustomed. Excluding 
Arniy expenditure, which in 1922-1923 was 
abnormal, there had been from 1923-24 to 
1926-27 a saving of $2,952,973 in supply ser- 
vices without very heavy sacrifices on the 
part of the people. There had been in addi- 
tion very substantial remissions in taxation. 


AN INEFFECTIVE REDUCTION. 

They would not prevent emigration by re- 
ducing the Civic Guard or the Army, and if 
they reduced other services they would be 
increasing the unemployment lists. He con- 
tended that by discussing the estimates in 
October or November it would have more 
effect on, next year’s estimates, and he be- 
lieved that they could be discussed in a 
calmer and more peaceful atmosphere than 
at present. 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) said that 
he was convinced that the Government had 
absolutely failed in respect of the arterial 
drainage schemes, and, therefore, he was not 
prepared to be a party to voting for the 
passing of money for the administration of 
those schemes, since the money already voted 
had not been spent. He would like to hear 
from Mr. de Valera how he and his party 
stood with regard to salaries if they had the 
chance. What reduction, for instance, would 
they make in the £200 a year that was allowed 
to temporary engineers, and what reduction 
in the wages of £2 17s. a week to junior 
clerks in Government. offices ? 

With regard to relief schemes, he said that 
from his knowledge of his own constituency 
he was prepared to say that the position in 
regard to unemployment was more acute at 
present than it was twelve months ago, and 
he held that there was a better case for 
voting more money this year than last year. 
He had been a resident of Dublin for nearly 
& quarter of a century, and during that period 
he had never come across so many cases of 
destitution as there were at present, and 
which had been often referred to by Deputy 
Alfred Byrne. He believed that Ministers 
were not cognisant of the extent to which 
destitution existed in Dublin. 

FIANNA FAIL AND SALARIES. 

Dr. RYAN (F.F., Wexford) said that not 
one of his party had ever stated that they 
were prepared to recommend the cutting 
down of salaries such as those of engineers 
who were earning £4 a week. His party had 
not said that a man was not worth £1,000 a 
year, but what they did say was that, con- 
sidering the position of the country, a man 
should be prepared to give his services for 
£1,000 a year. The aggregate sum for run- 
ning the country was too high, and his party 
held that there was room for saving on that 
aggregate. 

The agricultural policy. was good, he said; 
but it was too late, and his opinion was that 
if the Minister for Agriculture, instead of 
introducing bills about creameries, agricul. 
tural credits and other matters, would go 
into the Executive Council and try and 
persuade them to reduce taxation, stop 
subsidies and grants, and leave the farmers to 
live on their own, he would be doing better 
work. The price of freedom cost the farmer 
twice as much in taxation as he had to pay 
under the British rule, and if he was ex- 
pected to continue to pay at that rate there 
would be no hope for the agricultural in- 
dustry while the present Government were 
in office. 

Mr. HOGAN (Minister for Agriculture) 
agreed that the best thing would be to let 
the farmer alone and stop subsidies, if it 
could be done as Deputy Ryan had suggested, 
The surprising thing in his speech was that 
he had been allowed make it without inter. 
ruption from the members of his own party. 
The philosophy of his speech was sound, but 
his facts were all wrong. (Laughter.) He 
knew when he talked of running the country 
on twelve millions a year that it was all 
nonsense. Jt could not be run on that sum 
without facing certain consequences, and he 
knew that verv well. The deputy quoted 
other facts which he also knew to be in- 
accurate. 

MR. HOGAN AMUSED. 

The amusing thing was that that statement 
about stopping subsidies came from the party 
who had been asking for subsidies and doles 
for the farmers for the past six months. When 
he (the Minister) remembered the speech of 
the deputy on the Agricultural Credit Bill, 
in which it was said that it would be the 
making of the country to give money at 2 
or 3 per cent. to farmers, the State to pay 
the difference in the 6 per cent. at which 
the Saorstat and other solvent countries 
could borrow it, it was most surprising that 
he should now suggest that the farmer would 
be better withont subsidies and doles. 

He (the Minister) claimed that by such 
Acts as the Dairy Produce Act and. the Live 
Stock Breeding Act they had _ enabled 
the farmer to get better prices. He sug. 
gested that it was not had business if they 
ymported £400.000 worth of butter and ex- 
ported £4,000,000 worth. There were reasons 
why at certain times of the year they had to 
import some butter, and what he would like 
to see would be. say. £500,000 imported and 
£8,000.000 worth exported. If they wanted 
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do the thing he knew best how to do, but to] 
do more of it, 
” They could produce better butter, cattle, 
‘bacon and eggs than Canada, and why should 
they do not more of it, and why should 
they attempt to compete with Cana 
growing of wheat it was not possible ' 
or them to do eo. for in Canada three men 
and 24 horses could till 500 acres of wheat, i 
and continue tilling it for thirty years. He 
Was not saying that improvements could be 
made so as to get a good quality of wheat, 
but they could not get it at anything like 
the same cost as in Canada. It was a pity 
that the farmers did not grow more wheat 
for themselves and their own cattle. and it 
would pay them very well, but they simply 
bedevilled the whole situation when they 
said that they would compete with Canada. 

LAND ANNUITIES. 

‘The day,” said Mr. Hogan, ‘‘ that you 
succeed in getting the Irish farmer—if you 
do succeed—to repudiate the interest on the 
land annuities borrowed at 34 per cent., he 
will be as badly off as he was the day 
before.”’ 

Dr. RYAN—He will not be asked by us. 

Mr. HOGAN—If you say that it is not to 
go to England, he has a shrewd ‘idea that 
you mean that he will not have to pay at all, 
and it will be impossible to get money off 
him for credit or anything else ' 

Mr. AIKEN (F.F., Louth) said that if 
they lightened the load of taxation on the 
farmers there would be no need for doles. 
Sixty years ago the country produced all the 
wheat necessary to sustain eight million 
people; now they were importing £7,000,000 
worth. 

Mr. M. CLEARY (F.F., Mayo, N.) criti- 
cised the Government for ‘their action 
towards the Gaeltacht, for which not a penny 
was being voted, notwithstanding the recom- 
mendation of the Commission on that sub- 
ject. A sum of £16,000 was being voted for 
fisheries. He would like to see the sum of 
£60,000 voted for that purpose. The fisheries 
along the Western coast were in a Worse 

osition to-day than they were when the 

inister for Fisheries was appointed two 
years ago. The Minister had a more to 
kill the fishing industry than anything else 
Not a slip or a pier had been erected to 
help the fishermen. 
TOO MANY ARMY DOCTORS? 

Dr. O'DUWD (F.F., Roscommon) called 
attention to the estimate of £650,000 for.the 
Army, and said that that sum could be re- 
duced by a very large amount without reduc- 
ing the Army’s strength, because there was 

ross extravagance im some departments. 

he Army doctor had charge of 194 able- 
bodied men, while a doctor in the poor law 
service had an average of 4,000 people, 
young, old and infirm, over a nodes of 

wenty miles to look after. The cost of a 
patient in St. Bricin’s Hospftal, Dublin, was 
lls. a day and at the Curragh 9s. 8d.. while 
the County Boards of Health were able to 
get patients treated in Dublin hospitals for 
£2 2s. a week, or 6s. a day. 

He submitted that the numbers of doctors 
and nurses could be drastically reduced 
without impairing the efficiency, and that a 
large central hospital at the Curragh would 
be sufficient to treat all Army patients. 
There was no justificatién for a charge of 
15s. a day in the Cork military hospital when 
a patient could be treated in the local 
infirmaries for 6s. or 7s. a day. 

Mr. DESMOND FITZGERALD, Minister 
for Defence, replying to Dr. O'Dowd, said 
that it should be remembered that surgeons 
attending civilian hospitals gave their ser- 
vices generally free, while all medical atten- 
tion in the military hospitals had to be paid 
for, and that represented the small difference 
there was in the costings. Army doctors 
ee other duties than those in the 
hospitals. It might be possible to make 
certain reductions in the near future. At 
present they were maintaining more than the 
normal number of hospitals, due to the 
Operations under the Army sPensions Act, 
which required people to come ftom different 
parts of the country ‘to ‘the hospitals. for 
observation. 

HOUSING PROBLEM. 

Mr. VINCENT RIGE (Government; Dublin, 
N.), alluding to statements regarding honsing 
made from Fianna Fail benches, sdid that it 
should be perfectly well known why nothing 
had so far been .done. The Government had 
called a conference together; it sat for a 
considerable number of weeks, but up to the 
present had come to no agreement, and put 
no programme before the Government. This 
was not a political issue, and it was never 
intended to be a political issue, except by 
the party opposite. Houses for the working 
classes were at present being built, and, even 
with the subsidy, could not be let at less 
than 15s. or 16s. a week. Did the deputies 
opposite seriously ask the Government to put 
forward a huge building programme at such 
a cost? 

Mr. A. CASSIDY (Labour, Donegal), 
charged the Local Government Department 
with having prevented the County Council of 
Donegal from paying their road workers any 


| more than 26s. a week, althgugh the Council 


was willing to pay 30s. a week. 

Mr. ALFRED BYRNE (Independent, 
Dublin, N.), called attention to the absence 
of any money at all in the es‘\mate for relief 
schemes. If the Minister knew anything of 
the conditions among the unemployed in 
Dublin he would be forced to provide a 
grant for their relief. He also complained 
that Dublin was the only area where Section 
13 of the Local Government Act, 1898, which 
afforded relief in respect of the children of 
the poor, was not in operation 

Mr. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) asked 
what was the Government's attitude towards 
aviation, and expressed the hope that Great 
Britain would not be allowed to dominate 
their policy. 

‘MEAN ECONOMIES.” 

Dr. HENNESSY (Govt., Dublin, 5.) 
said that if the Government had been guilty 
of anything it had been guilty of some very 
paltry and, he might say, mean economics. 
He instanced the case of a draughtsman, 
who was a man with high technical educa- 
tion, at £3 a week. Another economy he 
could not agree with was the penalising of 
the unmarried. A married civil servant re- 
ceived £300 a year, while an unmarried civil 
servant received only £200, and he did not 
think that fair. Many of these men, to his 


own knowledge, were supporting widowed 
mothers and delicate brothers and sisters, 
and they should not be penalised while 


another man was relieved for supporting the 
daughter of another man. (Laughter.) He 
thought that Deputy Rice had a remarkable 
achievement in his report on unemployment, 
and he hoped and believed that it would 
achieve success, and that employers and 
employés would work out a scheme that 
would bring some relief to the country. He 
thought that outdoor relief was administered 
too rigidly.

MR. BLYTHE’S 
QUARTER’S REVENUE 

INDEX TO YEAR’S. 

Mr. BLYTHE (Minister for Finance), 
replying, said that the debate had wandered 
over such a wide field that it was impossible 
to deal with all the points raised. A good 
deal of talk had been heard with reference 
to the revenue returns for the first quarter ; 
but it was really impossible to draw conclu- 
sions from the returns for one quarter. He 
saw returns for shorter periods, and he saw 
that there were extraordinary fluctuations 
from week to week and month to month. No 
particular conclusion could be drawn from 
the quarter’s revenue returns, because some 
of the auties—such as the McKenna duties— 
would have effect only in the months imme- 
diately preceding the end of the financial 
year. Without going into detail, he wanted 
to say that it was impossible to draw any 
accurate conclusions at this stage as to what 
the revenue would be like during the financial 
year as a whole. 

Deputies were urging reduction of expen- 
diture, but there were various | indications 
that deputies were just as org to advocate 
increases in expenditure as to advocate reduc- 
tions. They would have argued that, in 
certain respects, expenditure should be cut 
down, but that in other respects it should 
be increased, From all the discu*sion, he 
thought that the House was more disposed 
to ask for an increase rather than a reduc- 
tion in expenditure. They should have some 
regard for the realities of the situation. 

IRREDUCIBLE EXPENDITURE. 

One or two deputies on the other side of 
the House appeared to argue that State ex- 
penditure, having regard to the vonditions of 
the country, ought only to be twelve million 
pounds—that figure was mentioned, though he 
did not know if it was seriously meant. If 
deputies looked at the White Paper, or the 
estimates themselves, they would see. that 
four heads of expenditure would amount to 
about twelve million pounds. Old age pen- 
sions amounted to about two million pounds, 
education to four and a half millions, Post 
Office two and a half million—although, of 
course, there was some revenue from this— 
and various subsidies in relief of rates ran 
to about two and a half millions There was 
expenditure in which no reduction was pos- 
sible, and in which no reduction would be 
advocated.

Mr. AIKEN (Fianna Fail, Louth) said that 
notice of motion on the subject had been 
given months ago, and he wished to know 
when it would be discussed. ' 

Mr. BLYTHE said that he thought the 
deputies were not serious about it. He di 
not want to discuss the question of land 
annuities at any length, except to say get he 
believed that they had not the slightest 
shadow of right to them and that the. only 


annuities would be if the country were bank- 
rupt. He saw no reason why the question 
should not be discussed seriously and rot with 
the view to winning votes outside. His own 
view was that they had no claim to these 
moneys, and, that if they defaulted in pay- 
ment those who were entitled to them would 
find means of enforcing payment. 7 

In regard to housing, grants under the bill, 
which would soon be introduced, must be 
on a reduced scale, but where a man had 
committed himself to building he would be 
entitled to a grant under the old scale. He 
recognised that so far as the local authorities 
were concerned no provision in regard to 
housing would be entirely satisfactory ‘unless 
an advance could be made out of the local 
loans’ fund, unless the authority, hke Dublin, 
could borrow separately. 

FINANCIAL CONTROL. 

With regard to arterial drainage, the results 
of legislation had been disappointing ; schemes 
that were sent forward by local authorities 
wére generally further from being economic 
than the Government had anticipated. 

It had been suggested that the Dail was 
losing financial control by passing this vote, 
but that was far from the truth, for the Dail 
would have to consider the estimates in de- 
tail, and the control of the Dail remained to 
the very end, 

On a division the motion was carried by 57 
votes to 40. 

A motion that the sum mentioned he paid 
from the Central Fund was passed by the 
same majority. 


CREAMERY BILL. 

Mr, HOGAN (Minister for Agriculture) 
moved the second reading of the Creamery 
Bill, 1928. He pointed out that this was 
mainly to legalise and. make valid the trans- 
actions which had occurred in connection 
with the purchase of the Condensed Milk 
Company of Ireland.

WOMAN CHARGED WIJTH

There was a sequel to the shooting outrage 
at Boomer street, Belfast, on Monday, in the 
Police Court, Belfast, yesterday, when a 
married woman, named Mary Ann Small, of 
8 Boomer street, was charged with assault- 
ing Constable George Shields; obstructing 
him while im the execution of his duty, and 
aiding and abetting in the escape of a man 
who had attempted to murder Cecil Lyons, 
a rent collector. 

District Inspector Lynn, who prosecuted, 


which occurred in Boomer street the previaus 
day, when a man was shot. The constable 
came on thé scene shortly after, and while he 
was engaged in a struggle with the man, the 
woman in the dock took the revolver from 
him and obstructed him in his effort to deal 
with the man. 
STRUGGLE DESCRIBED. 

Constable Shields, whose head bore traces 
of the struggle, said that he was on plain 
clothes duty in Divis street at 12.30 on 
Monday when he heard a revolver shot from 
the direction of Boomer street. He ran 
into Boomer _ street. where he “met 
a man running in his direction with an auto- 
matic pistol in his hand. Witness got into 
grips with the man, and received a blow on 
the head with the butt of the pistol. They 
both fell to the ground, and acrowd collected. 
He had got the pistol from the man whien 
the accused twisted the revolver out of his 
hand. Atthat time the witness was endeavour- 
ing to hold the man down with his right 
hand. and the result of the accused’s action 
in taking the pistol forced him to divide his 
attention between the woman and the man, 
whom he had on the ground. The crowd 
then kicked him, and as a result of this he 
lost his grip on the man and he escaped. 
As soon as he (witness) got up he went into 
Mrs. Small’s house and asked her what she 
had done with the revolver, and she said: 
“TIT know nothing about it; look the entry.” 

Witness went out through her vard to the 
entry and found the revolver just outside 
her door. Later he arrested and cautioned 
her. and she made no statement. 

The accused was remanded in custody for a 
week 


KILLED BY 'DUS,. 


DUBLIN INQUEST ADJOURNED. 

In the City of Dublin Hospital yesterday, 
Dr. Walters, Coroner, opened an inquest on 
Patrick Egan (36), a butcher, of 64a Clan- 
brassil street, who was knocked down by a 
"bus, of the Arrow ‘Bus Company, near 
Merrion Gates on Sunday night, and died on 
his way to the hospital. . 

Dr. Francis Lundy, house surgeon, said 
that deceased man was dead on arrival in the 
hospital. <A post-mortem examination showed 
that his left leg, both knees, and ribs at both 
sides were broken, and that the heart and 
both lungs were ruptured. Death was due 
to shock and hemmorhage, and was almost 
instantaneous.

In the Free State Senate yesterday Lord 
GLENAVY took the chair at 3 p.m. 

The Governors of the Schools founded by 
Erasmus Smith: (Powers to Alter the Char- 
ters) Bill, which seeks to enable. the Com- 
missioners of Charitable. Donations and 
Bequests for Ireland to ‘alter the statutes and 
charters ‘regulating the gh Tey woe of “the 
endowments belonging to the governofs of 
the schools, ‘was, on the. motion of Mr.” 
BENNETT, ‘passed ‘through the second and 
third reading stages, and was ordered to be 
sent forward to the Dail: 

The Bishop Foy Endowed Schools (Amend- 
ment) Bill, which seeks to extend the 
xowers .conferred by the Waterford and 

ishop Foy Endowed Schools Act, 1902, 
upon the governors of the said schools, and 
to enable the Commissioners 6f Charitable 
Donations and Bequests for Ireland to alter 
from time to time the provisions of the Act 
upon the application of the governors of 
these schools, was also, on the motion of Mr. 
BENNETT, passed through the second. and 
third stages, and sent to the Dail. 


COURTS OF JUSTICE BILL. 

On the second reading of the Courts of 
Justice Bill, 

Mr. HAUGHTON referred to the section 
dealing with the sentefice of death.” He said 
that he thought it wonld have been possible 
that the President and Executive Council 
would have incorporated in the bill a clause 
to abolish the death penalty altogether in 
this’ country. He thought the time had 


come for such a step to be taken. It had 
been found of advantage in European 
countries and in some States in Amerida. 


‘This fair land of ours, and our sister 
country across the Channel, too, should be 
relieved in this respect. There is a strong 
agitation going on in Great Britain for it, . 
said Mr. I ge é and he went, on to give an 
illustration of the state to which the present 
law was brought in Germany, where a father 
was executed for the murder of his child, 
and where two years later other men were 
proved guilty, and the real culprits— 

The: CHAIRMAN—Would you hang the 
culprits? 

Mr. HAUGHTON—No, sir; I would not. 
I would send them to penal servitude for 
life. He went on to refer to the Oscar 
Slater case, now before the Courts in Scot- 
land on appeal, and said that he hoped the 
Executive ‘before ‘they went‘ out of office— 
which he hoped would not be for a long time 
yet—would see that the sentence of capital 
punishment for murder was abolished 

Mr. DOWDALL argued on the same lines, 
and went on to.support the clause for the 
appointment “of the additional Circuit Court 
judges, which, he said, was necessary for 
the proper administration of justice. The 
ones that had been appointed temporarily 
had done their work well. He criticised the 
present system of Circuit Court appeal, which 
was taken on the shorthand notes, and he 
hoped the result of experience in that matter 
woukl enable the Executive to amplify that 
form. Referring to the point in regard to 
criminal cases, he thought it ought to he 
optional that an accused could elect to he 
tried by a judge and jury, or by á judge 
without a jury. 

Mr. S. L. BROWN agreed that the 
appointment. of additional circuit judgés was 
absolutely essential. Any little defects that 
were in the Act were being remedied by this 
bill. Nothing could be more unsatisfactory 
than the present system of Cireuit Court 
appeals. The present bill provided for powers 
to be civen tg the Court of Appeal to call 
for additional¥evidence, and the taking of 
oral evidence from a witness who had been 
examined in the Court below. 

SOLICITORS’ CLAIMS. 

Mr. P. J. BRADY said that he wished to 
be associated with the remarks of Mr. Brown. 
He submitted that the branch of the pro- 
fession he represented, solicitors,. made ns 
good circuit -judges as barristers, He 
though, too, that as district’ justices tl ev 
discharged their. duties admirably. . He 
honed that when the appointments of 
additional justices were being made, due re- 
gard would be had to the claims of the 
solicitor profession. 

The MINISTER FOR JUSTICE (Mr. 
FITZGERALD-KENNEY) said that he would 
not give anv undertaking as to the number of 
Solicitors and barristers that would he 
avpointed to the vacant positions, but the 
claims of all apnlicants would be properly 
considered. Solicitors’ and barristers’ apnli- 
cations would be eaually considered. Section 
11 dealt with appeals in criminal cases, and 
provided for a re-hearing where the _ short- 
hand notes taken at the trial had heen lost 
or were not available. The second section 
dealt with cases where the Court of Apneal 
could deal with cases. and where thev had 
any doubt that a satisfactory trial had not 
been had could order a new trial, and pro- 
vision was made under which the prisoner 
would not have to pay the costs of second 
trial, 

The second reading was agreed to. 


SENATE ELECTIONS. 
LABOUR DENUNCIATION OF 
AMENDING BILL. 


The Constitution (Amendments No. 6) Bill 
came on for second reading. This measure 
proposes the abolition of popular election to 
the Senate and the substitution of election by 
the two Chambers voting together. 

Mr. J.T. O°FARRELL moved the rejection 
of the bill as an undemocratic and reactionary 
measure, and an invasion of the rights of the 
people to elect their own representatives. No 
demand for it had come from any responsible 
body or organisation, The position appeared 
to be that an attempt was being made to 
elect to the Senate persons who dared not 
face the electors. The principal argument in 
its favour was the fact that the one and only 
election to the Senate had been held under 
the most abnormal conditions. The wonder 
was that so many people had taken sufficient 
interest to vote in an election such as that 
of the Senate election of 1925. Because some 
portion of the electors had not turned up to 
vote was not sufficient reason for departing 
from the existing system of election. 

In the London County Council only thirty 
per cent. of the electors had voted. That 
body controlled a revenue of £38,000,000— 
considerably more than the revenue of the 
Free State. The smallness of the voting was 
no reason why the London County Council, 
as a popular body, should be abolished. The 
complaint against the system of electing the 
Senate had not been brought forward because 
of the number of people who had voted at the 
last election, but because certain people had 
heen defeated, while two menibers of a parti- 
cular trade had been elected; and for this, a 
million voters were to be disfranchised. 

It had been argued that popular election 
would make the Senate a replica of the Dail. 
It would not. The fact that there was a 
separate method of romination; that the age 
of the electors and the age of the candidates 
was different, and the fact that the con- 
stituency was different would inevitably result 
in a material difference in the character of the 
two Houses. It was the new method pro- 
posed which would make that House a replica 
of the Dail, because the election would be 
held on a party basis. 

“ CADGING AROUND THE LOBBY.” 

' The smallness of tle new electorate would 
render. possible. the. most . . reprehensible 
practices and abuses, and, instead óf going 
out on the hustings and manfully facing the 
thousands and tens of thousands of electors, 
the new candidates for the Senate would have 
to cadge around the Lobby—which was not a 
dignified way of seeking ,election to that 
House. This proposéd new system of electing 
members of the Senate was going to renew 
the experiences thev had had in the past in re. 
spect to the election of medical officers by 
Boards of Guardians. 
FIANNA FAIL DENOUNCED. 

He could quite understand the position of 
those who thonght that they, were born legis- 
lators and who were anxious to ‘“‘ inflict” 
themselves on the people for the people's 
good, but he failed to understand the attitude 
of the ultra-democrats who, year in and year 
out, spoke about the will of the people. the 
might of the people, the power of the people, 
and so on, and then subscribed to a measure 
of such an aimless and shameless reactionary 
character. The Fianna Fail Party knew that 
there was to be a Senate with wide powers 
and authority to hold up a bill for twenty

MEDICAL APPOINTMENT IN 
LOUTH,

EXCEPTION TAKEN TO DUAL 
ROLE. 


The Appointments Commissioners intimated 
to the Louth Board of Health that they re- 
commended for appointment to the Drogheda 
District Hospital Dr. Patrick D. McCullen, 
who had been acting in a temporary capacity 
for the past two, years. ! 

Mr.. McGahon said that the Board had put 
forward a very reasonable scheme for the 
appointment of a doctor for this hospital 
who was not a dispensary doctor. He had 
the greatest regard for Dr. McCullen, who 
was an excellent officer; but he did not see 
how he could attend to his dispensary across 
the river in the mornings and do the hos- 
pital as well. 

Mr. Campbell said that the Board had 
offered a commencing salary.of £150 a year 
for the hospital in order to induce an out- 
Sider to come in. 

Mr. Blood said that the Board had made 
the mistake of fixing a salary that was far 
too low. No doctor from outside would come 
to Drogheda for a salary of £3 a week. 

Mr. McGahon said that there were plenty 
of voung doctors who had to start their pro- 
fessional ‘career without any official salary 
whatever. He would rather pay another 
£100 a year for the hospital and have two 
separate doctors, believing that only in this 
way would the doctors appointed be able to 
do justice to themselves and their patients. 

The members agreed with the recommenda- 
tion. The Chairman suggested that they 
should point out to the Appointments Com- 
missioners a fact of which ber were probably 
unaware—namely, that Dr. McCullen had 
been medical officer of a dispensary district 
for the past fourteen years.

Traffic Statistics, 


Some significant figures relative to the 
transport situation in the Irish Free State 
are made public to-day. Road motor 
transport services within the Free State 

in March this year a little 
than two million passengers; in 
carried more than two 
and a quarter millions. In the 
period the number of vehicle 
miles run increased from 1,090,036 to 
1,210,000. Services which cross the border 
showed similar increases in the amount 
of their traffic. Their passengers increased 
in two months from 21,000 to 23,000, and 
the number of vehicle miles run from 
59,000 to 65,000. It might be supposed 
that these great increases merely repre- 
sented the beginning of holiday traffic; 
but in May the holiday traffic barely 
begins, and, as it happens, there are other 
figures which revea] the real source of the 
greater traffic on the roads. The Great 
Southern Railways record a fall in receipts 
for last week, as compared with the cor- 
responding week last year, of £830. There 
was an increase of receipts from the 
carriage of merchandise and live stock oi 
£2,250, so that the fall in receipts from 
the carriage of passengers was £35,080. 
These figures, for a week only, are less 
significant than those for the first 27 weeks

It must be 
remembered that transport is to be 
organised, not ior the conditions of to-day, 
but for those which we hope to prevail 
years hence. We expect the population of 
the Free State, till recently declining, to 
begin to grow, and with it the countrys 
volume of business on the railways. We 
expect the tourist traflic also to increase. 
In a renascent, instead, of in a decadent, 
Ireland the present transport facilities by 
road and rail alike would be altogether 


insufficient. 


Sweets for Men. 


Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister, President of 
the Board of Trade, in opening the 
Chocolate and Confectionery Exhibition 
at Olympia this week, commented on the 
remarkable development in recent years 
of the confectionery trade. -The British 
census of production taken in 1924 
showed that the annual output of 
chocolate and sugar confectionery had 
increased 42 per cent. since 1907. Various 
explanations have been suggested for this. 
Like every change in people’s habits, it 
is said to be due to the war. Very often. 
soldiers at the front were not able to get 
cigarettes, and they consoled themselves 
with caramels. The habit remained after 
demobilisation, and it is not an unheard- 
of thing now for business men to keep 
packets of sweets in their desks. The 
tobacconist has stepped into the breach 


by stocking packages of sweets, neatly 


wrapped up in aluminium and other 
attractive coverings. Perhaps sweet boxes 
eventually will become as popular with 
men of fashion as snuff boxes were in 
the eighteenth century. Can it be 
that the increase of sweet-eating and 
gum-chewing is another phase of the 
Americanisation of Europe? Sir William 
Joynson-Hicks seems to be deter- 
mined that one great British institution 
at least shall not be Americanised in this

Talking Pictures. 


The technical side of cinematograph pro- 
duction seems to be preparing, with a 
preliminary barrage of publicity, for a 
general advance on all fronts. We are to 
have talking pictures, pictures coloured— 
not with feeble tints, but with all the 
colours of the rainbow—and pictures that 
will ‘‘swell wisibly’’ and show vast crowds 
in motion. Many people who patronise 
“the pictures” hear of these innovations 
with some misgiving. After all, much of 
the enchantment which “gets across” in 
an exceptionally good film would vanish if 
the actors talked. If the hero splits the 
ears of the groundlings when shouting his 
defiance of bad men, and if noise of battles 
is represented realistically, we shall not be 
able to hear the orchestra, which many 
people think is the main attraction in. a 
cinematograph theatre. “Silence is not 
the vice of the cinema,” a writer says who 
discusses this problem in The Tires, “but 
its virtue. - Silence has given opportunity 
for a particular subtlety of acting to which 
the stage offers no exact parallel.” Would 
the gestures of Mr. Chaplin, which are the 
nearest approach to true art that the 
has given us, be appreciated 
properly in a talking film? It seems to be 
doubtful] if they would. In one direction, 
the imagination, even of dull people, is 
heightened by the silent screen. If the 
iHusion is broken by talk the films will 
appear only as the flat photographs which 
they actually are. Even “sub-titles ’ 
break this illusion to some extent: many 
of them obviously are quite superfluous. 
Cannot Hollywood allow two lovers to be 
happy ever after without informing us 
that “under the silvery light of the all- 
healing moon love’s dream came true “í 
The silent film yet might hold its own if 
producers only would give their audiences 
credit for possessing a little intelligence.

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FOR SECONDARY 
TEACHERS. 

Mr. BLYTHE (Minister for Finance) in- 
formed Mr. O'Connell (Lab., Mayo N.) that 
the actuary engaged on the investigation ot 
the National Posshers Pensions Fund had 
informed him that he hoped to complete his 
report within the coming week, and when 
the report was received he (Mr. Blythe) 
would be in a position to make a further 
statement to the House. The treatment in 
the matter of pensions of any classes of 
teacher whom it might be decided to admit 
to the benefits of-the fund could only be de- 
termined after the report on the condition of 
the fund had been considered. 

Professor O'SULLIVAN (Minister for 
Education) told Mr. F. Fahy (F.F., Galway) 
that he hoped soon to be in a position to 
introduce a bill enabling pensions to be given 
to secondary teachers, and later he trusted 
there would be an opportunity of discussing 
the details of the pension scheme proposed 
under the provisions of the bill. 

IMPORTED COACH BODIES. 

Mr. BLYTHE informed Mr. P. 8. Doyle 
(Govt., Dublin) that an application had been 
Jodged on behalf of the coachbuilding in- 
dustry for a Customs duty on imported coach 
bodies, and that the statutory fee was paid 
in August last. Since the payment of the 
fee statements of evidence had been lodged 
with the Commission by opponents to the 
application, and he understood that the ap- 
plicants had been in correspondence with the 
Commission for the purpose of modifying the 
scope of their application in order to meet 
the objections of some of those opponents. 
He was informed that the Commissioners pro- 
posed to hold public sittings on August 1, 2, 
and 3 to hear evidence for and against the 
application. 

RAIL SUPERANNUATION SCHEMF. 

Replying to Mr. F. H. Crowley (F.F.,

THE CHAIRMAN. 

Mr. Gorry said that he was glad to say 
that, they had with them, along with the 
farmers and the representatives of all the 
creameries in Leix and Offalv, Mr. W. F. 
Schilling- and Dr. Kennedy. If the farmers 
were loyal to each other in the future the 
creameries that are peeping up here and 
there would materially benefit them. The 
farmers and labourers should make up their 
minds to stand together and fight in ther 
own interests. Everyone would recognise 
that in order to stop the decline of the 
country it was now necessary to reverse 
engines. (Hear, hear.) What they were 
doing’ in Kilcavan, he thought, was a step 
in the right direction for the benefit of the 
country. If the farmers wished to realise 
the importance of their industries they could 
easily become the strongest power in the land. 
Their American friend would tell them how 
creameries got on in America, and made the 
place. prosperous and wealthy. 

The creameries in Leix and Offaly were 
getting on very successfully, and were making 
the co-operative movement a living success. 
He hoped that the farmers all over would 
pull in the same direction, and not, as in the 
past, speak in different tongues as to what 
the country should do. 

DAIRY CATTLE. 

Dr. Kennedy stated that he was born in a 
small farm in North Tipperary, on which he 
grubbed and hoed in his early days. It was 
a great pleasure to him to be there in Kil- 
cavan and to see a dairying industry brought 
to fruition in a small county like this. He 
spoke of the quantity of milk that a dairy cow 
could produce, and stated that if the farmers 
pinned their faith to that animal they would 
not be at any loss. Through a creamery the 
farmer was able to make the most out of his 
cows. 

He congratulated the men of Kilcavan on 
the manner in which they worked up their 
new creamery. 

CO-OPERATION IN AMERICA. 

When Mr, Schilling was introduced he was 
received with repeated cheers. He said that 
he was proud to be present at the opening 
and dedication of the creamery, and he was 
also. glad that so many of the farmers had 
brought their wives along with them to hear 
what he had to say about the great success 
of dairying in America. In order to make 
dairying and farming a success they should 
co-operate with one another, but there were 
shining examples of men who would not co- 
operate with anyone. (Latighter.) ‘‘ And you 
are where you are to-day,” he said, “ because 
you did not co-operate.’’ In America there 
were great combinations of a gigantic nature. 
Co-operation was the only thing to bring about 
suecess. In erecting the new creamery which

The Port and Harbour Tribunal. consistin 
ef Mr. H. B. O'Har on, Mr. M. Deegan oat 
Mr. Charles H. 0'Conor, with Mr. H. Baxter, 
Secretary, concluded its public business 
yesterday after a ‘welve days’ sitting in 
Dublin, during which the whole affairs of the 
port were placed before them in evidence. 
The report of the Tribunal will occupy 
many. months in the preparation. 
. Mr. P. J. Lawrence, Chairman of the 
Dublin Port and Docks Board, attended the 
Tribunal throughout the whole of each 
session, some of which were protracted until 
six o'clock in the evening. 


THE CiViC SPIRIT. 

Mr. William McNamara, 5 Gardiner place, 
Dublin, was the first witness yesterday. He 
said that he came before the Tribunal as an 
ordinary casual observer and citizen, whc 


believed in the display of a civic spirit. 
“Dublin was admitted to be a rational port 


and that being so it was necessary that its 
business should be carried on under a highly 
organised and highly efficient system. His 
idea was that it should be under the control 
of what he would call a Metropolitan Board, 
acting with the City Commissioners, and with 
a Greater Dublin Council, acting in an 
advisory and examining capacity solely, One 
suggestion would be to add four paid com- 


-mnissioners- to the three City Commissioners to 


form the Metropolitan Board. No one could 
say but that the three young men in charge 
of the city affairs had given service which 
was beneficial to the citizens, and had worked 
with ‘energy, interest and enthusiasm, con- 
centrated on the:welfare and progress of the 
city. A similar set of men should be in 
control of the Port of Dublin. The port 
belonged to the community. and should be 
under the control of some kind of institution 
set up by the elected representatives of the 
community. Dublin City and Port, as well 
as Dublin County, should be treated as one 
unit for administrative and fiscal purposes, 

Answering the Chairman, he said that if 
the port were managed as he suggested the 
general body of ratepayers would not be called 
upon to contribute one penny towards its 
upkeep. The government of the port was still 
as it was set a a century ago. He did not 
know whether he is a voter for the election 
of members of the Port and Docks Board. 
Hie was resident in Dublin since 1914, and for 
vears before that had been in commercial 
husiness in Cork. He knew nothing about the 
system of election to the Board. 

Mr. O’Conor—Before you come here to 
formulate a new scheme for the government 
of the Port of Dublin you should have made 
yourself acquainted with how it is governed 
at present. 

the witness replied that he came as an 
ordinary member of the community to submit 
a scheme that had occurred to him. 

In reply to Mr. Dockrell, counsel for the 
Port and Docks Board, he stated that he and 
his wife own a private hotel in Gardiner place. 
He did not know until counsel told him that 
both of them have votes for the Port and 
Docks Board election. 


“SACK THE LOT.” 

Mr. W. J. Larkin, President of the Town 
‘Tenants’ Association, requested to be allowed 
to give evidence. The Chairman asked him 
would he prefer to give evidence on oath, or 
to make a statement, and he replied that at 
other inquiries at which he had given evi- 
dence his word had been taken, and he was 
net sworn, 

Mr. O’Conor—It might be a good thing to 
start the practice now. 

Mr. Larkin—Personally, I am indifferent, 
but it is not generally adopted with me at 
public inquiries. 

Mr. Larkin, having been sworn, said that 
he came before the Tribunal in consequence 
of a resolution passed at a public meeting in 
Dublin called for the removal of the Bort 
and Docks Board. -His two complaints were 
the general condition of the port, and the 
perpetuation of the system if importing food- 
stuf;s for the people and exporting cattle all 
for the benefit of the shipping monopoly that 
controls the port. 

Mr. Deegan remarked that the witness 
had not given them much help in the way 
ot showing what was wrong with the port. 

Mr. Dockrell—Is it your point that cattle 
should not be exported’? I sugges. ‘at the 
export of cattle should be curtailed to the 
lowest minimum.

DUBLIN CHAMBER'S VIEWS. 

Mr. John Eason, giving evidence on behalf 
of the Dublin Chamber of Commerce, sub- 
mitted the following statement :—The Coun- 
cil of the Chamber desires to assist the 
Tribunal in its inquiry into the present posi- 
tion of Dublin port. The Council repre- 
sents over 900 firms and individuals, practi- 
cally all engaged in commercial pursuits in 
the City of Dublin, and, therefore, vitally 
interested in the development of the port. 
We note that your terms of reference cover 
four points. In regard to the first point : 
Constitution powers and methods of adminis- 
tration, we are of opinion that, under the 
Board as constituted at present, there has 
heen steady progress and development ; 
traders. have been facilitated, and have no 
ceneral complaints to make. The personnel 
of the Board represents elected traders and 
shippers, together with appointed represen- 
tatives of the Dublin Corporation. 

In view of the fact that the representation 
of the latter body has been numerically re- 
duced, we suggest that .the Government 
should nominate six persons on the Board 
to represent the Government, Agriculture, 
Labour, and the general body of citizens. 
We approve of, and, indeed, attach great 
importance to the franchise qualification of 
the electors of the Board. 


THE BOARD'S REVENUE. 
ln regard to the second point : Charging 
power, financial position and resources of the 
board, we consider that the Board should 
have power to raise the funds necessary in 
the future as in the past, that .is by pro- 


moting a bill in Parliament. The revenue 
of the port is derived mainly from dues on 
tonnage and on goods; the position, com- 
permg 1914 with 1927, is as tollows :—

lhis shows that traders are bearing their 
shave of the cost of carrying on the port. 
Prior to 1902 the revenue was raised from 
shipping alone; the present ratio, however, 
lias heen established for some time. We 
consider that it is reasonable and no change 
is called for, broadly speaking, and in the 
long run the consumer must pay the cost. 
Changes of policy as regards the raising of 
revenue must always cause considerable 
trouble if they alter the basis substantially. 
Those to whom the burden is transferred 
have to wait for some time before they can 
rearrange their charges to cover extra ex- 
penses, while those who are relieved have an 
advantage which may continue for some 
time. Competition may prevent changes or 
force changes. On the whole, in so far as 
there are varying interests involved, there 
seems no reason for changing the status quo, 
except as regards such revision of rates as 
will tend to encourage and develop the ex- 
port of agricultural produce. 

THE SHIPPING SIDE. 

On the shipping side there is apparently a 
difficulty in adjusting the relative contribu- 
tion for the cross-Channel and overseas 
tonnage. Traders regard both as vitally im- 
portant; they are dependent on both, and the 
costs in each case are ultimately added to 
the cost of goods sold. If the port was to 
be worthy of the name, provision had to be 
made for overseas ships of large tonnage. 
By that accommodation the development of 
the trade has been stimulated and quickened ; 
the city benefits, the country benefits, busi- 
hess is improved, and every section of the 
community shares in the advantage. ., 

Statute law is a matter regarding which we 
do not desire to submit any opinion. 

Mr. Eason, in reply to the Chairman, said 
that the view of the Chamber was that the 
representation of the Corporation on the 
Board should be as suggested in his state- 
ment, even if the Conporstiee were restored.

Mr. Eason replied that that question was 
not discussed by the Chamber. As far as he 
knew personally, the lack of interest was 
because the traders were genuinely satisfied 
with their representation on the Board. He 
could not say how many people were qualified 
to be elected to the Board as shippers or 
traders. As far as he knew, the Chamber 
was satisfied with the facilities at the port, 
and also with the charges. though they had 
not made any close comparison with the 
charges at other ports, The traders had no 
reason to think that they are handicapped in 
any serious wav hy the Dublin charges. The 
Chamber considered that the development of 
the overseas trade in Dublin was satisfactory.

ANTRIM DOUBLE 
MURDER. 


TO DEATH, 


The trial of William Smylie, a farm 
labourer, for the murder of Margaret and 
Sarah Macauley, the two sisters of his em- 
ployer, at a lonely farm-house near Armoy, 
North Antrim, was commenced at the County 
Antrim Assizes in Belfast yesterday. The 
proceedings attracted a considerable amount 
of public interest, and a few minutes after 
the courthouse opened the galleries were 
crowded and a large number of people failed 
to gain admission. 

Smylie, who pleaded not guilty, was de- 
fended by Mr. T. J. Campbell, K.C., and 
Mr. William Boles (instructed by Mr, 
Frederick H. Charles). 

The prisoner was first put on his trial for 
the murder of. Margaret Macauley on the 
24th May, and the Attorney-General 
prosecuted. 

He said that the Macauley family consisted 
of two brothers, who had a farm of 300 
acres, and the two sisters, one of whom was 
43 and the other 43. They had two farm 
labourers—Thomas McCaughan and William 
Smylie. 

THE CROWN CASE. 

The Crown case, stated briefly, was that 
on the day of the murder Sarah Macauley 
took their dinner to the two brothers, who 
were working on the fields. Smylie was then 
working in the fields near to the house where 
Margaret Macauley was alone. The Crown 
submitted that Smvlie first shot Margaret 
and afterwards shot Sarah when she returned 
from the fields. The motive was robbery; for 
a sum of £30 and a gold watch were missing. 
When Smylie had been taken to the police 
barrack a policeman found three £10 notes 
hidden in a boot which had been taken from 
the prisoner's house. The prisoner stated 
that he found the money in the house when 
he entered it with Leslie Macauley after the 
women had been found dead. 

Evidence similar to that which was taken 
at the magisterial inquiry was givef by a 
number of witnesses. 

PRISONER'S EVIDENCE. 

The prisoner entered the witness box. He 
stated that he was twenty-eight years of age 
and served in the 12th R.1.R. during the war. 
He detailed his movements up to a quarter- 
ast one on the date of the murder, which 
ba out the statement made by McCaughan. 
He added that he left at about 1.15 o'clock 
for the field, and HEA was sitting read- 
ing at the kitchen window as he passed. 

His Lordship—Was she alive at 1.15 
o'clock ?—~Yes. 

The witness said that on his way to the 
field he saw Sarah coming up to the house. 
The witness was in the field from 1.20 to 3.15 
o'clock and never left it. About the latter 
hour Kate Murdoch came down crying and 
said that the sisters had been shot. That was 
the first that he heard of the tragedy. 

Did you murder Margaret Macauley‘ asked 
Mr. Campbell. “' No, sir,” was the firm reply. 

Or Sarah? further asked Mr. Campbell, and 
Smylie again replied, ‘‘ No, sir.” 

Leslie Macauley asked him later in the day 
to go into the house with him, and he did so. 
He assisted Leslie Macauley to get a purse 
from a box. 

Did you pick any paper up ?— Yes, 

What ’—Three £10 notes. I got them lying 
below the dressing table. They were lying 
in a lump. When he got home he stuck the 
notes in the toe of his boot. 

For the defence, the prisoner’s wife said 
that Andrew Macauley asked his brother 
Leslie to go into the house and see if the 


money was all right. The latter did not 
want to go alone, and her husband accom- 
panied him. She said that the constable 


on guard was not stopping anyone from 
entering the house. 

Mr. T. J. Campbell, K.C., for the defence, 
contended that the circumstantial evidence 
produced for the Crown was absolutely in- 
conclusive. He emphasised the fact that, 
although the shooting took place at short 
range, there was not a drop of blood on the 
prisoner, and the police had. been unable to 
find any of his finger-prints at the scene of 
the crime. 

The jury found the prisoner guilty, and 
he was sentenced to death.

LONDON WOOL SALES.

From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 


NOTTINGHAM, Tuesday. 

Compared with last year’s fixture at New- 
port, Monmouth, the eighty-seventh annual 
show of the Royal Agricuttural Society of 
England has been favoured in two respects. 
For the opening day the weather has been 
excellent, with a promising outlook; and to- 
morrow there will be an official visit of the 
King and Queen, followed by a visit of the 
Prince of Wales on Thursday. . 

It is thirteen years since the Royal Show 
was last held at Nottingham, and in the live 
stock classes the entries show a ta large 
increase. ‘They are made up as follows:— 
Horses 607, against 500 in 1915; cattle 1,261, 
against 862; goats 61, against none; a 
591, against 975; pigs 833, against 
Total, 3,353; against 2,297. Poultry are 
1,036, against 1,286; produce 365, against 
461; the number of stands 467, against 339, 

A conspicuous figure in the showyard was 
Lord Daresbury, who carried out his duties 
as honorary director on horseback. In the 
new implement section, silver medals were 
awarded to Industrial Vehicles, Ltd., Fulham, 
for an agricultural tractor; Messrs. Bentall 
and Co., Maldon, for a poultry-plucking 
machine; W. Aitkenhead, Manchester, for a 
root thinner; and the Hosier Open-air Pure 
Milker, Ltd., Marlborough, for a milking 
machine fitted to a portable milking shed. 


THE HUNTERS. 

If the display of hunters is small compared 
with Ballsbridge, there is no denying the 
quality of the exhibits. Out of eleven entries 
in the useful class for hunter mares with 
foal at foot, Thomas and Henry Ward, 
Pinchinthorpe, Guisborough, Yorkshire, 
were first with Nada Ross, a ten-year-old 
brown by Captain Ross—Nada the Lily, and 
bred by James Clarke, Balreask, Ireland. She 
also won the gold medal for hunter mares 
four years old and upwards. Reserve for this 
distinction went to Frederick Rowe, Caven- 
dish Lodge, Mansfield, with the seven-year- 
old bay, Eventful, by Irawaddy. 

Major ©. Behrens, Malton, Yorkshire, won 
the medal for hunter fillies not over three 
years old with the two-year-old brown, Swin- 
ton Honora, by Dunholm; Mrs. M. &. 
Ellison, Malton, Yorkshire, being reserve 
with the brown three-year-old, Mercenary 
Mary, by Dunholm. ; 

The champion medal for mares or fillies in 
the polo and riding pony section went to H. 
Bright, Carnforth, for the brood mare, 
Silvery 2nd, her foal being awarded the 
bronze medal. 

The silver medal for fillies went to Mrs, 
Davies Cooke, Mold, North Wales, for the 
dark chestnut two-year-old, Calla. 


THE SHORTHORNS. 

There were 150 shorthorns, and in the 
classes for animals of maturity a high level 
of merit was displayed. 

The Cup and £10 special for bulls was 
carried off by Robert L. P. Duncan, Auchter- 
house, Forfarshire, for Balcarron Royal 
Standard, a straight-topped, wide-ribbed 
three-year-old. The reserve champion also 
came from Scotland. This was Mr. A. 
Marshall's Bridgebank Vulcan, a roan Janu- 
ary two-year-old by Bridgebank Arrum. Sir 
George A. Wills, Bart., Bristol, won the 
special for cows or heifers with Richford 
Madge Ramsden, a roan April two-year old 
by Cudham’ Prospect. Lady Leon of Bletch- 
ley was reserve with the roan cow, Vanity. 

Captain McGillivray, Nigg. Ross-shire, won 
the special for the best shorthorn group; Sir 
Cecil Chubb, Bart., Codford, Wilts., being 
reserve.
